An Extension of Time 
Requested. 


When the generous pledge of the General Education Board for $75,000 toward 
a fund of $300,000 endowment (for instruction) was received, the time limit January 
1st, 1922, was set. Business conditions have, however, been abnormal, and the work 
done by the College has been at times made slow by untoward conditions. 

Certain people familiar with college campaigns express surprise that we have 
been able to accomplish so much in this year of marked business depression. Never- 
theless our total to date (about $463,000) is not sufficient to meet all conditional offers. 

We have therefore asked the General Education Board for an extension of time. 
We cannot be officially assured that we will receive such an extension, but we are 
hopeful that the Board at its meeting in January, or the Executive Committee during 
this month, will grant the extension. 


THE CARNEGIE CORPORATION IS THE GIVER OF THE 
FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLAR PLEDGE ANNOUNCED 
BY PRESIDENT CROOKS AS ANONYMOUS. 


The Corporation has given us full right to use its name. This is the Founda- 
tion of Mr. Andrew Carnegie whose residuary fortune furnished the endowment of 
this body. During Mr. Wright’s life-time Mr. Carnegie pledged $25,000 to Alma Col- 
lege conditionally and the gift was realized. Through the Corporation, therefore, an 
old friend of the institution “though dead yet speaketh.” The pledge of the Carnegie 
Corporation is toward a fund of $250,000 for endowment.

At Ann Arbor the Y. M. C. A. held a remarkable Christian Callings Conference 
early in December. Railroad expenses are high. It would cost nearly fifteen dollarg 
a person. It seemed impossible to she College Y. M. C. A. but they enlisted Dr. Bark- 
ley, chairman of our board of trustees, and a motor truck. Dr. Barkley raised money 
enough for twenty-five to “ship by truck.” 

Of Alma’s representatives a canvass showed that six expect to preach, five to 
go as missionaries, one to enlist in Y. M. C. A. work, one in social service, two are 
undecided; the rest go into law, medicine, business, teaching or engineering. In all 
the conference six were enrolled who will enter the Presbyterian ministry, the total 
for all denominations being forty-one. Of the seventeen present who have chosen the 
foreign field, Alma sent five. The conference was an unqualified success, deepening 
conviction and fixing determination in many.
